PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  (his  Act,  the 
I.ieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  make  regulations  as  follows: — 

Game  Regulations,  1921. 

1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  9 of  the 
■‘  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  33  of  the  Statutes  of 
1914,  as  to  hunting,  trapping,  wounding,  and  killing 
of  game,  are,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  2 
of  these  regulations,  hereby  removed  to  the  extent 
and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out  I’espectively  as 
follows : — 

Big  Game. 

(a.)  Moose,  of  the  male  sex,  in  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  Atlin,  Fort  George,  Gmineca,  and 
t'ai'iboo,  open  seasons  from  September  1st  to  De- 
cember 15th,  both  dates  inclusive,  in  the  years  1921 
and  1922.

Bounty  Regul.vtion.s. 

That,  subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in 
these  regulations,  bounties  shall  be  given  a'lid  paid 
to  any  per.son  who  is  the  holder  of  a licence  to 
carry  fire<arms  under  the  “ Game  Act,”  and  to  any 
Indian,  a permanent  resident  of  the  Province,  for 
the  de.struction  within  the  Province  of  noxious 
animals  and  bird.s. 

1.  The  bounty  payable  on  noxious  animals  shall 
be  as  follows : — 

(a.)  In  respect  of  each  coyote  not  leas  than  one 
week  old  when  killed,  two  dollars  (.$2)  : 

(6.)  In  respect  to  each  timber-wolf  (black  or 
grey)  not  less  than  one  week  old  when 
killed,  twenty-five  dollars  (.$25)  : 

(c.)  In  respect  of  each  panther  (commonly 
known  ns  cougar  not  less  than  one  week 
old  when  killed,  forty  dollars  (,$40)  : 

Provided  alwa.vs  that  to  receive  the  bounty 
claimed  in  respect  to  co.votes  the  whole  pelt  must 
be  forfeited  to  the  Government,  and  to  receive  the 
bounty  claimed  in  respect  to  wolves  the  whole  pelt 
must  be  submitted  to  a Government  Agent. 

Each  applicant  for  bounty  in  respect  of  any  such 


Every  such  Government  .\gpnt  shall  examine  both 
the  ears  of  each  pelt  of  ev(‘ry  timber-wolf  or  pan- 
ther so  i)roduc(‘d  to  him,  and  if  a hole  be  found  in 
either  ear  the  application  for  bounty  shall  be  re- 
fused. In  case  both  ears  are  found  to  be  intact  a

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — ^whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company  ; or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  miatter  or  thing  which  in  its 
oi)(>ration  would  alTect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  rdatc  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  .Vet, — shall  require  the 
imblication  of  a notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  aiiplication  n-.fers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
Ik!  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  apidicant.  Such 
notice  shall  bo  published  in  the  British  Columbia 
(razette  and  in  one  daily  !ind  one  weekly  newspai)e.r 
freely  circulating  in  all  iiarts  of  the  Province. 
'W’lien  the  proposed  Private  Bill  is  of  a loc.'tl  nature, 
the  notice  shall  be  furthermore  ))ublished  in  some 
news])aper  in  the  (dectoral  di.strict  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  iF'ws|)aper  therein,  then  in  the  nearest 
electoral  district  in  which  a newspaper  is  published 
Such  notice  shall  in  all  c.'ises  be  continued  fijr  a 
period  of  six  weeks  during  the  interval  of  time 
Ix'tween  the  close  of  the  next  jjn'ceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition. 

In  the  Briti.su  CoLirMuiA  Cazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
afT'-cted,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaiier  i)ublished 
therein,  tlien  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaiier  is  i>ub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 


of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding 
Ses.sion  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  Bouse  until' the 
same'  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made,  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  i-eport  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrai-y.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  nnih  copies  of  the  notices 
puhlishcd.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  he  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
rending  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  bo  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask.  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
Iiassage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  ei-ect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  I’rivate  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grotinds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
jirovisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  ,it  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  i)asses  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  ^\J1  Private  Bills  .shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-.six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  iiaper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  Kl-lj  inches  hy  7%  inches. 
'Phere  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  iiage;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  hut  the  lines  of  each 
l>age  ar('  to  be  luimbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
c()i)ies  of  each  Bill  shall  lie  (h’posited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  i-eprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  .8,8.  a morlel  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adoiUed.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  uiion 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
Iiorating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Modtl  Bill.
